When wo took our bearings we found that 
we were about 600 miles off the coast, and 
oppeared to. bu weathering. allthat..came.- 
along in the way of blows, . : 

‘However, on the Sth instant. wo’ meat’ 
with an accident that shook us up rather 
badly at the time, although it is now 
almost forgotten, [n the ‘morning i 
heavy breee sprang up, and quickly 
freshened. In less than an hour a gale, 
the like of which we had not previously 
experienced, was upon us, and we had a 
very bad time, A huge sea struck our , 
tiny vessel on ‘the port quarter, heaving 
her up om her beam ends, and the follaw- 
ing wave broke over us," swamping. the 
cockpit and almost filling. the cabin, 
However. we escaped with a wotting, and 
somo broken crockery.’ Not wishing to 
take any shortcuts to Davy Jones' 
locker, we at once put out the sea-anchor, 
and rode through the sturm for some 
tirac. 7 : 

“About an hour later we noticed that 
the anchor was not. keoping- the boat. so 
well up as we had expected, and an ex- 
amination’ showed that -the canvas: had 
been torn ito ribbons by a huge shark 
which we had noticed hovering around 
the Sea Queen, . The shark probably 
thought thare was something inside the 
canvas, and must have been A adty disap... 
pointed. The storm, however, continued, 
and as we had several narrow , escapes 
from: being washed overboard, we spent 
some time in rigging up « temporary sea- 
anchor, which certainly had the effect of 
ateadying our, craft: 

‘We suddenly noticed that the Sea 
Qucen appeared to be making water, and 
on examination we found to our disap’ 
pointnient that the vousel had. strained 
herselfin the violent buffeting she’ had.

The presence of Siccawey Observatory 
saves the Government of China hundreds 
of thoiisanda yearly ; its value to the world 
is inestimable, and. the number of lives 
and millions in property which have been 
sayed by the few Jesuit’ Priests-who ask 
for nothing more than to be allawed to 
do their'vwa work in their own Way will 
mever be known. seat 

Centuries ago the Jesuits were expelled 
fram China, but they returned in 1842 
and established missions in Nanking and 
Peking, taking up their meteorological 
observations in south-west Chibli, 
Chan--€Wia-chua,’ where the work went 
ahead’ slowly’ for some years without 
recognition. The Jesuits. established at 
ficcawci a small. mission and made it 
their headquarters, receiving reports from 
other stations of weather conditions. The 
first real results were obtained in’ 1873, 
when the Siccawei: observatory began tho 
publication of - meteorological reports, 
Fven then the work of the Fathers passed 
unnoticed, the typhuons wrought their 
havoc yearly on the China Coast, and 
little attention was paid to the. Jesuit 
Fathers who persisted in issuing reporta 
and warnings from Siccawei. It was not 
until 1879 that the Observatory was 
recognized as a factor in ‘Chinese ship-
